Since December 1, 1933, 6,065 jobs 


were furnished 
unemployed men 


and women of Gettysburg and Ad- 
ams county through the local office 
of the national re-employment serv- 
ice, department of labor and indus- 
try, William Van Cleve, manager of 
the office here, announced today. 
—In the five-month period, 4:933 
men and women were registered by 
the local re-employment office. Mr. 
Van Cleve said. Some of the 
un- 


employed were placed on more than 
one job during the winter which 
accounts for the fact that more- 
jobs were rilled than there were 
unemployed registered, the 
office 


manager said.

world war and 
Spanish-American 


war veterans were registered, and 
363 jobs were furnished for them. 
Preference is always given war vet- 
erans, Mr. Van Cleve said. 


May Be Permanent 


Mr. Van Cleve said that at a re- 


cent conference with John McCunet 
Jr., state re-employment director, 
county managers were informed 
that efforts are being made to have 
the national re-employment service 
continued as a permanent project of 
the federal government. 


According to Mr. Van Cleve, his 


office acts as a clearing house for 
the unemployed and employers of 
labor without cost to either. 


During the winter, the local re- 


employment office furnished most of 
the employes un all civil works~and 
public works' projects, but with the 
passing of the former, the re-em- 
ployment 
office 
is directing 
its 


efforts toward supplying labor to in- 
dustrial concerns and private in- 
dividuals. 


Mr. Van Cleve today urged all 


.'employers of labor to call upon him 
for employes at any time. The lo- j 
cal office is now re-classifying all 
of the unemployed registered with 
it, and listing every man's and 
woman's occupation. 


Service Is Free 


"If an employer asks for painters, 


carpenters, bricklayers, stenogra- 
phers, clerks or whatnot, the re- 
employment office is ready to fur-

Is Fireproof 


Absolutely fireproof, the lockup is 


modern and complete in every de- 
tail. Each cell is eight feet long and 
three feet eight inches wide and is 
equipped with a steel cot, which 
folds up against the wall when not 
m use, and a toilet 


No mattresses or other bed cloth- 


ing will be provided for the cells, 
and there are few other con- 
veniences, but Burgess Stallsmith 
explained that prisoners are likely 
to^be locked up only over night so 
that only the bare necessities will be 
provided. 


Each cell is covered with steel 


bars, connected with steel uprights, 
set m four-inch concrete walls, be- 
tween each cell A small opening is 
provided in each door 
through 


which food may be passed to pris- 
oners. 


Local Prisoners 


The floor is concrete and slopes 


toward a drain so that the place 
can ge washed and dried easily. A 
barred window provides light for the 
cells and the corridor in front of 
them. In the corridor is a wash- 
stand. A radiator furnishes heat in 
winter. 


The lockup was constructed pri- 


marily to house prisoners arrested

Will Not Permit Japs 
To Assume a "Mon-

Washington, May 1.—The United 


States has bluntly rejected Japan's 
claims to exercise a "Monroe Doc- 
trine" for Asia Secretary of State 
Cordell 
Hull

Monday night. 


In an official statement issued 


at the State department, Hull re- 
vealed he'had instructed the Amer- 
ican ambassador to Japan, Joseph 
C. Grew, to inform the Japanese 
foreign office that the United States 
stands squarely upon her treaty 
rights in China, and expects other 
nations to do the same. 


Message Delivered Sunday 


This sharp reminder to Japan of 


her obligations under the Nine- 
Power treaty, which guarantees the 
territorial and political integrity of 
China, was delivered to the foreign 
office in Tokyo by Grew at 6 p. m.. 
Sunday, Tokyo time, it was revealed. 


This was several hours before 


Sir John Simon British foreign sec- 
retary, informed the house of com- 
mons that the British government 
considered as virtually a closed in- 
cident the situation 
provoked by- 


Japan's claims to a dominant posi- 
tion in China. 


Upon the assurances of the Japa- 


nese government that it intended 
to respect the "open door" policy 
m China and the terms of the Nine- 
Power treaty. Sir John said, the 
British government found little 
cause for alarm in the far eastern 
situation. 


Different Course Than Britain's 
Hull's statement revealed that 


the United States had acted with- 
out waStmg for the British govern- 
ment, and had taken a consider- 
ably different stand.

TO GET DATA 


Scientists "Play" with Mini- 


ature Stream to Predict 


River Action. 


By F. B. COLTON 


(Associated Press Science Writer) 


Washington 
(AP)—A small-boy 


game played in earnest by scientists 
—building toy rivers in a sand pile 
—is showing the way here to solu- 
tion of problems connected with the 
water-supply and 
irrigation works 


to be served by Boulder dam. 


The toy river in this case is a 


miniature Colorado river, and the 
"sand pile" was shipped 2,000 miles 
direct from the Colorado's bed to 
Washington 
for scientific experi- 


ments at the bureau of standards' 
hydraulic laboratory under direction 
of H. N. Eaton and Dr. C. A. Wright. 


Watch Eroding Process 


The miniature "Colorado," a few 


inches deep, runs through a wooden 
flume, instead of between canyon 
walls, over an experimental "bed" 
of the Colorado river sand, to show 
scientists how the real river will be- 
have after 
Boulder dam is com- 


pleted. 
• 


Through glass windows in the 


sides of the flume the experimenters 
can watch the water in the actual 
process of eroding the sand in the 
"river bed." 
A gauge shows them 


the depth and contours of the erod- 
ed places. 
The eroded sand is 


washed into a trap where it can be 
measured to learn the amount of the 
erosion and the river's sand-carry- 
ing capacity. 


; Nee4 Advance Knowledge . 


' Advance . inowledge is important 


because .the water; flowing over the 
new dam will be clear water, free of 
most of the sildt it now carries. The 
mud will sink to the bottom while 
the'water is standing behind the 
dam. It probably will be the first 
time 'in .centuries that- clear water 
has flowed, through the lower 
Colorado river channel. 


Engineers want to.know: whether 


this clear water will scour and erode 
the bed and banks of the river below 
the dam much more than the pres- 
ent, muddy water, already .so satur- 
ated it can pick up little more sand.

FREED TODAY 


Celebration Marks Acceptance. 


Of Independent Govern- 


ment Offer. 


Manila. May 1 (AP).—Trie Philip- 


pine legislature has convened in 
special session to accept today the 
United States congress offer that 
vill bring into birth an independent 
3hilippine government by 1945 . 


The 30-minute proceedings of the 


egislature, in which it plans to ap- 
prove the resolution accepting self- 


government, were held at 11 a. m. 
today (10 p. m., Monday, E. S. T.) 


Expressing 
"appreciation' and 


ever-lasting gratitude to the presi- 
dent and congress of the United 
States and to the American peo- 
ple," 
the resolution of acceptance 


quoted President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage of March 2, in which he said: 


"Where inequities exist}, I am 


confident they can be corrected aft- 
er a proper hearing and in fairness 
to both peoples." 


Quezon Feted 


A triumphal reception was given 


to Manuel Quezon, president of the 
senate, who arrived from Washing- 
ton a few hours before the legisla- 
ture met. He was hailed as a con- 
quering hero bj! his countrymen for 
his part in procuring the passage 


of the Tydings-McDuffie bill, which 
provides for Philippine freedom ten 
years after the proposed establish- 
ment of a transitional common-- 
wealth government, probably next 
year. 


The new act provides for re- 


linquishment of United States army 
and navy posts in the islands. In- 
sistence upon their retention was 
one of the factors which caused the 
rejection of the Hawes-Cutting in- 
dependence law last September.
